New Delhi, 23rd February, 1990 

G.S.R. 94iE). -In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 18 of the National Oilseeds and Vegetable Oils 
Development Board Act, 1983 (29 of 1983), the Central 
Government hereby makes the rules to amend the National 
Oilseeds and Vegetable Oil Development Board Rules, 1984, 
namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the National Oilseeds 
and Vegetable Oils Development Board (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the National Oilseeds and VegetaWe Oils Develop¬ 
ment Board Rules, 1984,— 

(i) in rule 2, after clause (b), the following shall 
be inserted, namely :— 

‘(bb) “Form” means form annexed to these rules; 
added, namely :— 

(ii) after Chapter IV, the following Chapters 'hall be 
added, namely :— 

“CHAPTER—V 

Powers of the Managing Committee 

18. The Managing Committee, subject to provisions of 
rule 19, shall have the powers to :— 

(a) create posts carrying a scale of pay with maxi¬ 
mum uptj Rs. 4500 per month subject to the obser¬ 
vance of the orders issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment from time to time; and 

(b) sanction developmental schemes and incur expendi¬ 
ture on them upto a ceiling of rupees one crore, 
in each case 

CHAPTER—VI 

The Board and its Establishment 

19. Establishment of the Board.—(1) The Board may, 
subject to availability of funds by inclusion of speci¬ 
fic budget provision for the purpose, sanction posts as provi¬ 
ded for under sub-section (5) of section 6, if in its opinion 
such creation of posts is considered necessary for the efii- 
cient performance of its functioning : 

Provided that funds may also be made available for the 
purpose by savings under an appropriate head of the budget 
or by reappropriation witli the approval of the Central 
Government; 

Provided further that no post carrying a pay or a scale 
of pay the maximum of which is above Rs. 4500 per 
mensem subject to the observance of the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time shall be 
created and apnointmenis made thereto without the pre¬ 
vious sanction of the Central Government; 

Provided also that proposals relating to emoluments struc¬ 
ture, namelv. .adoption of pay scales, allowances and revi¬ 
sion thereof and ei-eation of posts above the level srecifie ' 
under rule 18 would need the prior approval of the Cen«ral 
Governmenb 

(2) Subiect to the other provisions of these rules and 
regulations.— 

(a) the Executive Director may make appointments 
to Group ‘A’ Hosts with the approval of the 
Chairman of the Board; and 


(b) the Executive Director may make appointments 
to Group ‘B’, ‘C’ and 'D’ posts. 

20. Abolition of posts.—^The Board may abolish any 
post which it is competent to create. 

21. Filling of posts by direct recruitment.—^All vacancies 
in the rank of officers carrying a pay, or a scale of pay, 
the maximum of which is above Rs. 3500 per m^nsum or 
ill any other posts classified as technical posts, to be filled 
by direct recruitment, shall be advertised and all vacancies 
in other ranks shall be notified to the local Employment 
Exchange concerned and other agencies, in accordance 
with rules and legulations in force in respect of vacancies 
under the Central Government and appointments shall be 
made from among the person® making application in pur¬ 
suance of the advertisement or the candidates recommended 
by the Employment Exchange, as the case may be. 

22. Filling of posts by promotion.—In filling vacancies 
by promotion in respect of the categories of posts referred 
to in sub-rule (2) of rule 19, the Executive Direccor shall 
consider the claims of all condidates eligible for promotion 
to such posts. 

23. Sending persons abroad.—^The Board shall not send 
any officer of the Board or any member of the Board to 
places outside India without the previous sanction of the 
Central Government. 

CHAPTER—VII 

Powers of Chairman, Vice-Chairman. 

Executive Director and Secretary 

24. Powers and duties of Chairman.—^The Chairman shall 
preside over ihe meetings of the Board and shall exercise 
such powers for the conduct of the business of the Board 
as may be vested in him , by the Board. 

25. Powers and duties of Vice-Chairman.—(1) The Vice- 

Chairman shall presided over the meetings of the 
Board in the absence of Chai'man. 

(2) The Vice-Chaiiman shall exercise such powers and 
perform such functions of the Chaii-man as may 
be delegated to him by the Chairman. 

26. Powers and duties of th-c Executive Director.—(1) It 
shall be the responsibility of the Executive Director to 
ensure that for Cdriyinc out the functions and duties urdcr 
siib-riiJe fJ) of rule 17. the Board works in close liaison 
w'ith the State Governments, Union and other aeencies. 
institutions and ou'horit’es, such as the Indian Council of 
Aeri ulftiral Research, the Agieultura) Universities Coco¬ 
nut Development Board and othe'" institutions and organisa¬ 
tions concerned with the Oilseeds industry and the Vegetable 
Oils industry and avoid duplication of efforts. It shall also 
he the resoonsibilitv of the Executive Director to ensure 
that in carrying out the functions and duties under sub- 
rule tl) of rule 27. proper measures are taken to protect 
the interests of small farmers and producers so that they 
may become participants in and beneficiaries of dp'-elon- 
ment and growth of oilseeds industry and the vegetable oils 
industry. 

(2) TTie Executive Director shall exercise adm'n'strative 
control over all departments and officers of the Ro.ard. 

f.I) The Executive Director shall have power to call for 

documents and records and to insneot or cause to be 

inspected, accounts and places of storage or of busino's as 
■ reouired uhder the Art or these rules 6r as mav be consi¬ 
dered necflssarv for discharging properly any of the func¬ 
tion of the Bo?.’'d. 

i'4X Tbe Executive Director shall have power to require 

the Bo.T-d or anv Committee thereof to defer taking anv 

action in nursuance of anv decision taken bv the Board 
or the Committee, as the case may be. pending a reference 
to the Central Government on such decision. 
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(5) Where the matter has to be disposed of by the 
Board or a Committee thereof and decision in respect of 
that matter cannot wait till a meeting of the Board or the 
Committee, as the case may be, is held or till completion 
of circulation of the relevant papers among the members 
of the Board or the Committee, the Executive Diiector may 
take required decision himself with the approval of the 
Chairman if the matter requires the approval of the Board, 
and of the Vice-Chairman, if the matter requires the ap¬ 
proval of any Committee or the Board. 

(6) Where the Executive Director takes such decision 
with the approval of the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman, as 
the case may b,», shall submit the same for ratification by 
the Board or the Committee, as the case may be, at its 
next meeting ; 

Provided that if the Board or the Committee modifies 
or annuls the decision taken hy the Executive Director, such 
modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the 
validity of any action taken before such modification or 
cancellation. 

27. Powers and duties of Secretary.—Subject to such 
powers and duties as may be delegated by the Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and Executive Director, the Secretary shall,— 

(1) Case all important papers and matters to bo present¬ 
ed to the Board as early as practicable; 

(2) issue directions as to the method of carrying out 
the decisions of the Board; 

(3) grant receipt on behalf of the Board for ali moneys 
received under the Act; 

(4) maintain or cause to be maintained an account of 
the receipt and expenditure of the Board and also 
the various registers that may he prescribed for the 
Board under the Act or these rule’s; 

(5) presfe'nt an annual draft report on the working 
of the Board to the Board for approval and sub¬ 
mit the report in the form approved by the Board 
to the Central Government not later than the dates 
specified from time to time in this behalf by the 
Central Government for being laid on the table 
of both Houses of Parliament; and 

(6) report to the Executive Director in all administra¬ 
tive matters and in discharge or such other func¬ 
tions as the Executive Director may direct. 

CHAPTER VITI 

Finance Budget and Accounts of the Board 

2S. Budget E.stimates.—(1) The Board shall in each year 
prepare budget estimates for the ensuing financial year 
and revised estimates for the current year , and shall submit 
it for sanction to the Central Government on or before such 
date as may be fixed by that Government. The revised 
budget when sanctioned shall supersede the original budget 
and shall be deemed to be the sanctioned budget for 
the year. 

(2) No expenditure shall be incurred until the budget 
is sanctioned by the Central Government and the expendi¬ 
ture has received the sanction of the competent authori¬ 
ties ; 

Provided that, pending sanction of the budget by the 
Central Government, the Board may incur l|6th 
of the expenditure provisions included in the Budget 
(except new service items). 

(3) The budget shall be prepared in accordance with such 
instructions as may be issued from time to time and be 
in such form as the Central Government may direct. It 
shall include a statement of— 

(i) the estimated opening balance ; 

(ii) the estimated receipts referred to in sub-section (1) 

of section 12 of the Act ; and 
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(iii) the estimated expenditure classified under the follow¬ 

ing head and sub-heads or such other heads and 
sub-heads as the Centra! Government may direct, 
namely :— 

HEADS 

(a) Administration ; 

(b) development of oilseeds and vegetable oils pro¬ 

duction including promotion of cooperative efforts 
among oilseeds growers and assistance for im¬ 
proved methods of cultivation ; 

(c) improvement of marketing facilities for oilseeds 
and vegetable oils and its products including 

grading ; 

(d) research on oilseeds and vegetable oils and its 
products ; 

(e) extension activities including propaganda and 
publicity ; 

(f) statistics ; 

(g) works ; and 

(h) miscellaneous. 

SUB-HEADS 

(a) Salaries ; 

(b) wages ; 

(c) travel expenses ;■ 

(d) office expenses ; 

(e) machinery and equipment ; 

(f) materials and supply ; 

(g) rents, rates and faxes ; 

(h) publications ; and 

(i) other changes, 

(iv) Programme of activities for the ensuing financial 
year. 

(4) Supplementary estimates of expenditure, if any, shall 
be submitted for the sanction of the Central Government in 
such form and on such dates as may be directed by it in 
this behalf. 

29. Accounts of the Board.—(1) The Board shall main¬ 
tain accounts of all receipts and expenditure relating to each 
year an maintain records annually of the receipts and pay¬ 
ment account and income and expenditure account and, a 
Balance Sheet in Form ‘A’. Form ‘B’ and Form ‘C’ respec¬ 
tively. These accounts shall be approved by the Board and 
submitted to Auditors. 

(2) The annual accounts of the Board as mentioned in 
sub-rule (1) together with audit report thereon, as provided 
under sub-section (4) of section 14 of the Act shall be 
submitted annually to the Central Government as soon as 
possible after the close of the year and in any case not 
later than the dates specified in this behalf by the Central 
Government for being laid on the table of both Houses of 
Parliament. 

(3) Without preudice to anything contained in this rule, 
the Board shall, after the end of each financial year, submit 
to the Central Government a report in a form to be decided 
by the Central Government giving a true and full account 
of its activities, policies and programmes during the previous 
financial year latest by the 30th June. 

30'. Deposit of funds of the Board in banks and investment 
of such funds.—(1) Money required for the current expendi¬ 
ture of the Board with the exception of petty cash and sur- 
olvis moneys shall be kept in a bank account in the State 
Bank of India or any of the nationalised banks ^and operated 
as per requirements and expenditure shall be Incurred only 
after the sanction thereof by withdrawing money from this 
account. 
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(2) Funds in the Board’s Pension Fund or Provident 
Fund not required for current expenditure may be invested 
in Trustee Securities or Ten Year Treasury Savings Deposit 
Certificates or National Savings Certificates or National De¬ 
posit Certificates to the extent permissible or in fixed deposit 
with the State Bank of India or any of its subsidiaries or, if 
approved by the Central Government, with any other 
nationalised Bank. 


Explanation.—In this sub-rule, 

‘nationalised bank’ means a corresponding new bank 
constituted under section 3 of the Banking Compa¬ 
nies (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act 
1970 or (5 of 1970) section 3 of the Banking Com¬ 
panies (Aquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) 
Act, 1980 (40 of 1980). 

(3) Payment by or on behalf of the Board shall be made 
in cash or cheque drawn against the account of the Board. 

(4) Such cheques and all orders for making deposit or 
investment or withdrawal of the same or for the disposal in 
any other manner of the funds of the Board shall be signed 
by the Secretary and Countersigned by the Executive Direc¬ 
tor or in the absence of the Executive Director, tny other 
officer of the Board duly authorised by him. 


CHAPTER IX 
Miscellaneous 

31. Reports and returns.—(1) The Chairman or any other 
officer authorised bv the Chairman shall have power to call 
for any information on statistics in respect of oilseeds and 
vegetable qils or any other product of oilseeds and vegetable 
o.ls from— 

(i) growers of oilseeds ; 

(ii) dealers in oilseeds and vegetable oils including oil¬ 

seeds and vegetable oils milling industry ; 

(iii) manufacturers of oilseeds and vegetable oils products ; 

and ' 

(iv) any person or firm or company or any other institu¬ 

tion dealing in, or having any connection with, oil¬ 
seeds and vegetable oils products. 

(2) The Board shall furnish latest by 31st December a 
programme of its activities including developmental pro¬ 
grammes for the next financial year. 

(3) In he event of the Financial Adviser, Department of 
Agriculture and Cooperation, who is a member of the Board 
disagreeing on any financial matter under consideration of 
the Board and beyond the delegated powers of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture and Cooperation under the Delegation 
of Financial Powers Rules, 1978, the matter shall be referred 
to the CIsntral Government for a Decision.
